a few feet away from where ore of 
the most brilliant criminal lawyers in 
the United States was fighting to 
save the lives of the killers of his son. 

Franks listened to Darrow’s argu- 
ment with a eurious strained ex- 
pression playing across his face. 
Twice tears rolled down his cheeks. 
He wiped them away. This happened 
when the attorney referred eloquently 
and with feeling to the tender years 
of the slayers, to the injustice he said 
would be perpetrated if the defend- 
ants were sentenced to death without 
the testimony of physicians, the only 
people who could tell about their ac- 
tual condition, presented in mitiga- 
tion. 

Still Wants Death Penalty. 

But the arguments did not alter 
Franks’ desire that the two young 
multimillionairés’ sons who so wan- 
tonly kidnaped and _ killed his son 
should hang. Asked after eourt 
whether he still wanted to see Lec- 
pold and Loeb hanged, Franks _re- 
plied : 

“I do not like to discuss this sub- 
ject, but I have not changed my opin- 
ion. I once had a little son. Now he 
is gone. These two young men were 
responsible for his death. Not all the 
pleas of sympathy in the world will 
move me. And I do not believe they 
will avail anywhere else.”

Says Plea Is Too 

At the conclusion of his argument, 
Marshall said: 

“The defense has a perfect right to 
offer aliegnists to prove insanity, but 
only before a jury. If the court had 
any doubt before the pleas of cuiity 
as to the mental condition of these de- 
fendants the court showld have made 
that doubt known while the plea af 
guilty was being considered, not now, 
when the state’s case is completed. 

“The offer of counsel for the de 
fense is to show a mental disease, 
functional in character. It amounts 
to nothing less than an insanity plea. 
I have shown that moral insanity has 
no place within the law.” 

“This leaves only one kind of in- 
sunity, and that is legal insanity, 
which is a defense. These then are 
sune. They had their opportunity te 
make their defense. They came in 
here with skilled counsel ‘and were 
warned of the consequences of their 
pleas, They were sane then and they 
are sane now. If they want to take 
advantage of an insanity defense it 
is not too late. The court can call 
a jury. 

Depravity Ls No Detense, 

“Depravity and atrocity are not in 
themselves a defense. If you proceed 
here now with a jury, all the pro- 
ceeds from that point forward be- 
come a wullity, and your judgment 
will have no effect. We have shown 
by mountains of evidence that these 
boys are overwhelmingly guilty. Why 
not take them at their word?” 

Darrow arose, picked up his straw 
hat—he never moves in the court 
room withyut it—and steod before 
Justice Caverly. He thrust his hands 
through his’ suspenders, which bung 
over a shirt of ultramarine blue, and 
began. 

“IT understand from everything that 
has been said in this case from the 
time it began that the state's attor- 
ney’s office feels that the universe 
will crumble unless these boys are 
killed. I have never before seen such 
enthusiasm for death. ‘There have 
been many more horrible murders.

Raps Harshness of Law 

“f am willing to have anybody 
hanged except myself, if it would stop 
future murders, but it will not. If 
this case is in law, like all other 
cuses, it ought to be tried on the facts. 
It is our duty to be open-handed and 
we have been. 

“We have.,not invoked any harsh 
rules of law to save these defendants 
and we protest against any being in- 
voked-to kill them. 

‘There is no occasion for not hear- 
ing the evidence we ask an opportu- 
nity of presenting. Mr. Marshall has 
not cited one case that has the re- 
motest bearing on the issue before this 
court. The cases read here have been 
absolutely irrelevant. 

“Many authorities have been read 
to the court stating what constitutes 
authorities in law. Well> what does? 

All Citations Old. 

“They read authorities from 100 
years ago. They cited Blackstone, 
200 years old, out of date, bu! good 
in places. They read a case in New 
York 75 years ago, before anyone 
knew anything about the processes of 
the mind. They read a decision from 
Alabama which said that a defendant 
Was san@ if he had a glimmering ol 
reason. 

“T-thought T was dreaming. Any 
case from Alabama is bound to be old. 
All these cases are out of date. They 
have nothing to do with modern con- 
ditions, 

“There is no question but that in 
Illinois, legal insanity means such 
mental disease as makes one unable to 
distinguish between right and wrong. 
If these defendants were unable to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong then 
we could offer an insanity defense. 

Decisions Barbarous. 


‘There is no claim before this court 
that these defendants are legally in- 
sane so that it could have been used 
as a defense in this homicide. There 
is nothing on record to show any in- 
sanity of any kind. Mr. Crowe said 
our clients were as sane as he was.- 

“We had a case cited in England 
100 years old, where they hanged boys 
at seven. We've progressed since then. 
We hang them when they are ten. 

“They have given us decisions which 
are absolutely barbarous. They are 
from the middle ages.” 

Law Policy Changes. 

Loeb and Leopold had been listen- 
ing ta all that Darrow said with 
marked evidence of approval. When‘ 
the attorney began casting derision at 
the precedents introduced by the state. 
both broke into broad grins. Crowe, 
seated near the slayers, darted several 
indignant glances in their direction. 

“A great change has come over our 
laws in the last 25 years,” Darrow 
continned,. “Even in the last teu 
years the change has heen rapid. Grét 
mountains of authority have accumu- 
lated that make it hard for the 
courts to keep up with science. And 
here I can not forbear mentioning the 
mountains of authority referred to 
by the defense. They must mean the 
Himalayas. 

“The policy of law is not what it 
was one hundred years ago in Kng- 
land, 75 years ago in New York, or 
50 years ago in Pennsylvania. We 
have learned something from opbhysi- 
cians; science has taught us many 
lessons. Men of science have been 
investigating mental diseases. 

“We no loaner believe that an in- 
sane person is an outcast, to be eun- 
fined and, abused. We consiler new 
that an insane person is a human be- 
ing who needs treatment... We also 
know that there are many raental con- 
ditions that fall far short of insanity. 
We know there are many persons 
who have minds seriously affected who 
are able to distinguish right from 
wrong and the courts take account of 
that. 

Pieads Excuse of Youth. 


“We have in this state a statu‘e 
which says that the court may inquire 
into any mitigating cireumstances. 
Only one person can say what is mit- 
igation and that’s the court. 

“We all have been young and we 
know the dream-world that a child 
lives in. Has the court a right to 
condemn without hearing what those 
to he condemned have to say? 

“Here are two boys who are mi- 
nors. They are wards of the court. 
They are not fully responsible. The 
law says so.

HARRELL-REPUDIATES

Only 3-10 Above Normal. 

Although the hottest weather in 10 
years was experienced on three suc- 
‘cessive days, July 21-23, the average 
temperature for the month was only 
three-tenths of one degree higher than 
normal, by virtue of the fact that the 
last two weeks of hot weather were 
|balanced by an initial two weeks of 
weather nearly four 
normal. During’ ‘three hottest days, 
temperatures went eight degrees above 
normal, 

Warm weather began on July 14 
and, after an experimental flourish or 
two, the mercury clambered up to § 
degrees on July 16 and went up to or 
way above that mark on each suceceed- 
ing day, including the last day of the 
month, when it reached 93 degrees. 

Rainfall during the month just 
ended was unusual, not only in that

Haverhill, Mass., July 31.—Four 
men were shot here early today when 
kostile crowde clashed with between 
2000 and 5,000 members of the Ku 
Kiux Klan, who beld a meeting last- 
ing into the eirly morning on a 
hill in the neighbering town of Grove- 
land. State and lecal police at 
length quelled the disorders, taking 
into custody 24 men, including three 
of the wounded men, and confiscated 
sjx shotguns, several revolyers and 
quantities of ammunition. 

The disorders broke out at the 
conclusion of a kian initiation cere- 
mony on Perry Hill, Groveland, and 
continued as nearly 1,000 automobiles 
hearing klansinen from Worcester, 
Boston and Spriregfield and other 
cities traveled from the meeting 
piace, homeward, over the road to- 
ward Haverhill. -Shots were fired 
und many missiles were thrown at 
the passing cars, but so as is 
known, only four men were injured. 
None of the injured men, all of whom 
suffered buckshot wounds in the legs, 
v.as believed to be seriously hurt.
